Then the 
eyes are ſet, ſtaring terribly, and the whole face 
variouſly diſtorted. Preſently they ſtart up, and jum} 
ten, fifteen or twenty times together ſtrait muon 
two, three, or more feet from the ground. Then 
they ſtart forward, and run with amazing ſwifineſs, 


two, three, or five hundred yards. W e they 


run up like a cat, to the top of an houſe, and jump 
on the ridge of it, as on the ground. But wherever 
they are, they never fall, or miſs their footing at 
all. After they have run and jumped for ſome time, 
they drop down as dead, When they come to them- 


ſelves, they uſually tell, when and where they ſhall 


be taken again: frequently, how often and where 
they ſhall jump, and to what places they ſhall run.“ 
I aſked, © Are any of them near ?” He ſaid, © Yes, 
at thoſe houſes,” We walked thither without de- 
lay, One of them was four years and half old, the 
other about eighteen.
